L. Lo gwo o d, a settler o n land 
withdrawn fo r the Atlantic & Pacific rail­ 
ro ad in Califo rnia. 
Lo gwo o d s ho mestead entry was allo wed by 
Co mmissio ner Sparks, the land hav ing been 
ex cepted fro m the railro ad grant by prio r set­ 
tlement claim. 
The co mpany did no t o ppo se 
the settler’s pro o f, and, under the rules o f 
the department, it co uld no t thereafter an­ 
tago nize his claim. 
But the atto rney s fo r the 
co mpany filed-an appeal to the secretary , sub­ 
mitted arguments and no tified the settler o f 
their actio n, altho ugh they knew that an ap­ 
peal did no t lie in the case. The settler was 
no t willing to purchase his ho me fro m the 
railro ad co mpany , who had no right to the 
land, but relied upo n the land o ffice to pro ­ 
tect him. 
Commission er Sparks rejected the 
compan y ’s appeal, and 
ord ered paten t to issue 
to tii© sottiGr. 
The attorn ey for the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road compan y then apjieared with an appeal 
an d prin ted argumen t—which he sen t to the 
settler—on the groun d that the lan d was also 
within the in d emn ity limits of the Southern 
Pacific road . This appeal was rejected by 
the commission er for the reason s that the 
lan d s bein g within the gran ted limits of the 
Atlan tic & Pacific could n ot be claimed by 
the Southern Pacific, a rulin g well kn own to 
the latter compan y , an d as the case before 
the office was between the settlor an d the At­ 
lan tic & Pacific, the Southern Pacific was 
n ot a party , an d had n o stan d in g as an ap­ 
pellan t 
These proceed in gs an d the d ilatory 
motion s of the railroad attorn ey s, con sumed 
much time. 
The case was, however, fin all}’ cleared of 
all en cumbran ces an d a paten t was issued to 
the settler an d d elivered to his attorn ey in 
Washin gton , who forward ed it to Californ ia

At this they refused poin t blan k to 
work the ship/ However, n on e of them 
d ared look in to the muzzle of the cap­ 
tain ’s revolver, 
so the boatswain en d 
secon d mate, with man y kirks an d 
blows, 
at last forced them to in aki* sail, an d 
three or four sailors goin g aloft to loo'-e 
the can vas, while the n ew han d s on d eck 
d id the haulin g. 
The first d ay a: 
in alway s a try in g 
on e for Ixn th Officers an d men . 
A ship 
just leavin g port is in about the con d ition 
of a n ewly ren ted house on the first d ay . 
The mates d o n ot kn ow what to expect 
from the crew, n or d o the men kn ow 
whether their officersjn ten d to treat them 
with respect or to bully them. 
Con se- 
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quently each clans watches tlv « other with 
distrust. 
Of course, with the Sunderlnnd’s crew 
the day was n continuous wrangle. 
A 
j» art of the men not lieinp ; p ractical sailors, 
thev wen* almost useless. 
Toward night the wind increased to a 
gale, and the frightened landsmen were 
driv en into the rigging to reef top sails. 
They had to lie followed aloft, and shown 
what to do with the reef p oints. 
Tin* ]m> 
sition of a man U}>on thetop sailynrd, try­ 
ing to reef a heav y sail whip p ing in the 
wind, is not secure, ev en if hi* is an old 
sailor. 
The longshoremen found they 
wanted hotli hands to hang on with. The 
mates managed to make them gather in 
the sail during a steady sp oil, hut when 
the ship gav e a lee lurch, and the yard 
canted up at a right angle, their feet 
slip p ed along the f« x)t rop e, and lotting go 
the sail, they all grabbed for the jack­ 
et ay. 
A fter a great deal of exertion, the 01- 
licers reefed tin* fore and main top sails 
with hut little help from the seasick men 
The inizzen tojwaii blew away before it 
Could Ik- rcv imnl. 
The r-liij» was heav ily 
load« *« !. and 
lalxired b;o.ily in tie* brisk sea, which 
soon followed the coming of the gab 
The cap tain p referred to driv e her with 
sin 1 iv efeltop sa.il, fov lie knew that if 
he .startsI his halliards the sails would 
slat to p ieces before his clumsy crew 
coulu smother them. 
Each heav y gust 
p ressed the lee rail down into tli<* water, 
and the sp ray flew 
continuous shower. 
The discontent among the men grew 
more v iolent as darkness increased, an: 
they began to feel the agonies of seasick 
ness augmented by wet clothes and t in 
raw autum nal wind. 
They quickly made up their minds to 
mutiny, and while crouched in the lee of 
the deck house to <*scai** the sp ray ar­ 
ranged for concerted action at the first 
op p ortunity. 
Before long a v oice was heard calling 
“ Stand by tin* weather main braces!" 
They went aft to the braces, and when 
the second m ate noticed nil hands were 
there he adv anced to ask why the* watch 
below were on deck. For answer he was 
knocked down by a blow from a cap stan 
liar and quickly hound, hand and foot 
with rop e’s ends. 
Then they rushed up on the cap tain 
who shot the foremost through theuhoul 
der, but the rev olv er was knocked away 
and his throat clutched by the fingers of 
a burly stev edore, whose other hand was 
raised to stab him. 
A t this crisis there was heard a shriek 
so loud and unexp ected that the aston 
isljcd ruffians remained motionless for an 
instant. A white form, with Jong blonde 
hair streaming in the wind. Ixmndei 
through the cabin door, and, rushin 
up on the cap tain’s assailant, caught the 
knife before it could descend. 
Terror stricken, the sup erstitious men 
fell lxick. 
Before the surp rise was ov c 
the other officers ran up from below, an: 
the mutineers were soon cowed and driv en 
off the quarterdeck. 
The woman was the cap tain’s wifi 
The men did not know that she was on 
Itoard; so her sudden ap p earance ant 
brav e defense of her husband had made 
them wav er at the time when success de- 
p end<*d up on immediate action. 
After this there were no more op en 
acts of m utiny; but the crew worked with 
a sullenness which showed that the fire of 
discontent was not quenched but smol­ 
dering. 
One trilling cause serv e« 1 to fo­ 
m ent th« ' bitter feeling between men anu 
officers, which, under different circum­ 
stances, would hav e been considered a 
joke. 
The matt* had a p arrot, which was 
giv en the freedom of the decks when the 
ship had run down into warm weather. 
Boring the p rev ious homeward v oyage 
tliis bird had learned to rep eat some o f 
the most common orders. Until the new 
crew learned to distinguish the officers* 
v oices from the imitation, they were fre- 
auentiv sent aloft to loose sail, or called 
aft to the braces, by the mischiev ous bird, 
m uch to the annoyance of the mates and 


the anger of the men. 
Finally, just us 
the master had ma<le up his mind to hav e 
the j» arrot kep t fx*l&w decks, H oisaie 
•eared. The m ate nev er disco v end how: 
ait, of course, lie believ ed the men !.. <* 
filled and thrown it ov erboard. 
The man whom the cap tain wounded 
recov ered slowly from the wound, hav ­ 
ing for some time a high fev er. 
He was 
taken aft and cared for with great kind­ 
ness by the cap tain and his wife, desp it« * 
the fact that he had Ixcen in the mutiny. 
W hen he returned to his bunk in the 
forecastle, he hail lx*en comp letely won 
jy the treatm ent he had receiv ed from 
he man he had sought to kill, 
lie there­ 
fore exerted his influence in the interests 
f p eace; but the breach between the 
men and officers had lieen constantly 
widening during his illness, and was now 
to n great to be closed by ordinary 
m eas­ 


ure« . 
The master was well aware of the in- 
u I >or<li nation among the crew, and hegan 
to consider the wisdom of abandoning bis 
gentle measure's and p utting the ring­ 
leader« in irons. 
He enjoined up on bis 
» fticers extra watchfulness and brumes**. 
>ut distinctly forbade any bullying or 
lazing. 
This was just before the ship cross©« 1 
the line. 
One ev ening the « hip war struck by a 
white squall” —one of th'*« * marine 
tornadoes which cause the loss of nianv 
fine ship s. 
The night had that surp assing beauty 
which makes the trop ics m delightful. 
Hky and sea were nearly the same shade 
of clear, soft blue, sep arated by a white, 
filmy bar,« * hiding the horizon. 
The stars 
of the southern hemisp here shone ov er­ 
head with a brilliancy seldom seen in 
northern latitudes. 
The crest« of the 
wav es gleamed with p hosp horescent light 
against the dark background of the sea. 
Rising in quick succession, they mad» 
running leajw up the smooth side of the 
ship , falling hack again with a musical 
m urm ur, down ov er the cop jwT bheatli- 
iug. 
Th« * breeze was only fresh enough to 
gently incline th» * dock of the ship . an« 1, 
tlu* officer of the watch leaned against 
th« * faff rail, looking at tlu* swelling can­ 
v as towering abov e him in throe snowy 
py ram ids crossed at interv als by fh<* black 
yards which stuck out from th** taut 
Weather leeches <»f the sails, like sp in**« in 
the dorsal tin of a fish; or, drop p ing his 
ev es, he watched the jellyfish floating by, 
glowing with p hosp horescent light—m b 
blue, green and yellow—in sueli num ­ 
bers that be amused himself by fancying 
the mermaids were hav ing a dance by 
the light of Chinese lanterns. 
Presently a little rattle of the canv as 
recalled him from his thoughts, and rais­ 
ing his head with a warning, 
“ No 
higher!” to th» * helmsman, ho noticed tl»< 
white haze on the weather horizon was 
slowlv sp reading up ward. 
The low stars grew gradually p aler, 
then v anished; and the I » of tom of th< 
lmze, instead of merging gradually into 
the deep blue of the sea, bad changed to 
a distinct white line, which needed but 
little watching to 
how it was rap idly 
coming nearer.

Before the g« >ar couM be hauled snugly 
home, the squall struck the ship with a 
force that made her reel, throwing her 
almost up on her I » cam ends, and half 
burying her amid the swirling foam. 
“ Let

master, as he scrambled up from his 
cabin, and rushed to the wheel to p ut the 
ship liefore the wind. 
Away went sheets and halliards. 
The 
canv as liejlied and collap sed, caught full 
again, and j« -*rked away front the yards 
in streaming tatters with a roar like a 
1 » roadside of heav y guns. 
The helm was 
useless; for the ship was p ressed down 
up on the water and held motion lass, ex­ 
cep t for a quiv er like that seen in a 
frightened horse, caused by the sp ringing 
and liending of her p liant sp ars. 
Iler 
It*© yard arms were buried in the water, 
and the crew, finding it imp ossible to 
stay up on the almost p erp endicular deck, 
had crawled ov er the weather bulwarks 
to tlu* outside of the ship , where they 
clung to the channels. 
Cap t. W hite worked his way along to 
one of the cabin air p orts, and, smashing 
it in with his boot, called to liis wife: 
“ Wo are knocked down, Mary! Reach 
« up your hands. 
You are small enough 
to Ik* p ulled through the window.” 
“ Nev er mind me, John. Look to your 
ship !” she answered. 
“ But if the sea gets up , we shall 
founder. 
“ Look to your ship , John! I can come 
when I get the log book ami chronom­ 
eter. 
Look to your ship !” 
He turned, and motioning tin* crew to 
follow, crawled forward to the fore­ 
castle. 
By working half under water, 
they succeeded in letting go tlu* lee 
anchor, and the chain, hav ing no stop p er 
but a sp un yarn lashing, ran out to the 
bitter end, and hung from the bows 
straight up and down in the water, 1*20 
fathoms long. 
The effect was immediate. 
Pressetl by 
the squall, the ship swung round, as if j 
p iv oted 011 the chain, and when the 
underside of the sp ars and remnants of 
the sails caught the gale, she righted 
slowly to an ev en keel, and lay head to 
wind,* the torn canv as and broken sp ars, 
aloft, slatting and banging. 
It was just in time» for the first v io- 
enceof the squall; which 
kep t the 
w ater flat, wua m m abaied, and the 
wav es began to Tint THp kfiy. 
They came 
w ith a rush that aHowetf sfcr« ngth enough 
to hav e soon wrenched off the hatches 


find mink the ship , ha« l she remained 
up on her I » cam end« . 
When a semblance of order was r«»- 
« tored aloft, and the v e*« el p hc« ui unon* 
command again, thoenp tnir. went b*-h ». ; 
to tel! In« wife that nil danger f 
\ 
p arsed, 
In a few moments hi» excited 
v oice was heard calling: 
“ Send tlu? carp enter aft!” 
“ Chip s” obeyed the summons; and. 
when he entered the cabin, was aston­ 
ished to find the enj» tain's wife jammed 
by a heav y chrv it against a sp lintered let* 
bulkhead, and half cov ered with broken 
»:r* w*k» *ry from the shelv es of the stew ard's 
locker. 
W hen th© ship went ov er she ha« l 
jump ed from her bed to run on deck, but 
the chest broke away from its lashings* 011 
tlu* weather side, and sliding across the 
floor, knocked her down, and half through 
the thin p ine p aneling, holding her there, 
bruise« !, bleeding, and unable to mov e. 
Shu knew that if her husband left the 
« leek to come to her r« *s<'ue, the few mo­ 
m ents in which he m ight right the ship 
would be lost. 
When he callo! through 
the broken p ort, she said nothing of lc*r 
situation, feeling sure that if adv ised of 
it, his first thoughts would be for her. 
She p urp osely misled him by her feigned 
solicitude for the safety of tlu: l« .g book, 
and, forgetting lu r own danger, admon­ 
ished him to look to his ship . 
If the v essel ha« l gone down, she would 
hav e lx*eu drow ntd like a help less animal 
in a trap ; but she ran tlu? risk, in order 
that the* crew «»n deck might not be «li* 
v erted from their efforts to sav e the ship . 
W ith this end in v iew, she made no out­ 
cry when the heav ing of the ship mov e« ! 
the chest back and f« >rth, grinding her 
against the sharp sp linters. 
bb<* had fainted from p ain when the 
cap tain foitnil her. 
Part of the bulkhead 
had to U* cut away to release her, w ith­ 
out further laceration from the raggio 
**dg»*H of tlu* woodwork. 
When tlu* car» » enter went forward, he 
told what he ha« l seen in the cabin; and 
the man who had J» ecn ;.t the wheel re­ 
late« ! the conv ersation that had [>ass«*«l 
between the cap taiiAmd ifis wife the agl.» 
the window. 
Th<* crew were imp ressed. 
Sailors un­ 
av oidably s» *e »0 much that is unlov ely in 
women, that they nr« * « sp« <MaUy 
t » 
recognize true womanhood, and art* out­ 
sp oken admirers of that high m o r a l cour­ 
age which often nerv es delicate ladies, in 
times of great danger, to a heroism sel­ 
dom equaled by the sterner sex. 
After 
breakfast, 
the next 
Sunday 
morning. Mrs. W hite ap jieareil on deck 
for the first time sint'e the squall. 
8h<* 
was seated in an easy chair on the quar- 
terdt'rk. her arm in a sling, and a band­ 
age round her forehead. 
The officers 
were suddenly startled by seeing the 
erev v come aft in a body; and, reiuem- 
Itering th« ‘ir former exp erience*, imme­ 
diately assumed a defensiv e attitude. 
Ore* of the men reassured tb.enj by ad­ 
v ancing as s|K>kesrnan. and saying, with 
much rude ekxp ience, that they wished 
to thank Mrs. Whit« * for her brav e and 
unselfish action, !x» th in defending her 
husband and f« ?r indirectly sav ing the 
ship when struck by the squall, as they 
knew well that, had she 
released 
first, the ship could not hav e lx*en re­ 
leased afterward. 
They had been so 
determined that a show of force by th« * 
officers would not hav e sufficed to make 
them work the v essel to Montev ideo; but 
the courage and kin« ln« *ss of the weakest 
member of the ship 's comp any had done 
more than all the p ow« ler and ball in tlu* 
arm chest could hav e 
accomp lished; 
namely, induced them to giv e up their 
intention to m utiny again, and run the 
ship ashore near Pernambuco. 
Thc*y all felt that she should Ik* credited 
with the p rev ention of m utiny and bkxxl- 
shed, the safety of the ship anti the liv es 
of the officers. 
Presenting their resp ects 
to Mrs. W hite, they assum i her and the 
officers that they would l» e p eaceable and 
subordinate for the rest of the v oyage. 
The m an who had been wounded dur­ 
ing the m utiny brought aft a hammock 
which he had made of cod line for Mrs. 
W hite, and when he had slung it in the 
shade of a sail, she was p laced in it, well 
p leased at tho influence a good woman 
could hav e ov er sixteen lawless and 
desp erate men. 
After the Sunderland reached p ort, 
the incidents of tho v oyage were made 
the subject «>f much comment by the 
p ress, and the cap tain’s wife receiv ed 
ev ery m ark of resp ect and admiration 
from the masters of tlu* v essels then 
lying in the harbor of Montev ideo.—
